CASABLANCA. Morocco <AP>- 
Two giant earthquakes, fire and 
a tidal wave wrecked the south 
Moroccan port of Agadir in the 
night. Officials feared the death 
toll was 1,000 or more. French 
military authorities said at least 
700 persons had been killed. 
U. S. and French armed forces 
joined in relief efforts for the city 
of 40.000 on the Atlantic about 340 
miles south of Casablanca. 
Planes flew in doctors and med­ 
ical supplies. The powerful ll. S. 
6th Fleet in the Mediterranean 
was alerted to send units to Aga­ 
dir at full speed if the* need arose. 
Sever* Quakes 
The earthquakes, an hour and 
22 fhinutes apart, were of such 
magnitude that measuring instru­ 
ments in the Casablanca Observ­ 
atory were damaged. The first 
came at 11:41 p. rn , 6:41 p. m. 
EST. Monday, the second at 1:03 
a. rn., 8:03 p. rn. EST. F’ires broke 
out w’hile rescue work was in 
progress. 
The 
tidal 
wave 
apparently 
dashed 300 yards into the city 
through the harbor, guarded by 
i massive citadel atop a 720-foot 


rock. A Spanish ship, the ,\velino 
Correa, radioed that the dock was 
cut in two and all the loading 
cranes collapsed. 
Morocco’s health minister. Dr. 
Youssef Ben Abbes, took to the 
Rabat Radio to appeal for blood 
donors. He asked full support from 
the people "in this terrible catas­ 
trophe." 
Communications were wrecked. 
The French estimate of 700 dead, 
the first official account of cas­ 
ualties, 
was radioed 
from the 
F'rench air base just outside Aga­ 
dir. 
Morocco has been an independ­ 
ent 
kingdom since 
1956. 
Both 
F'rench and U. S. forces, however, 
retain bases there. The United 
States has five bases, air and na­ 
val, which it expects to give up 
in the next couple of years. The 
French hold bases they built up 
while this northwest African terri­ 
tory was divided into F’rench and 
Spanish 
protectorates 
and 
the 
Tangier International Zone. 
About 5,000 of Agadir’s resi­ 
dents are of European extraction. 
Hotels of the town, a favored tour­ 
ist spot, were booked heavily last 
weekend.

CONSERVATION 


EXPERTS WILL 


MEET IN APRIL 


By RICHARD L. G R AV ES 
HARRISBURG (AP)—Conserva 
tion experts from seven northeast 
em states will meet in Pennsyl 
vania in early April to map ar 
interstate policy on soil and sm al’ 
watershed development. 
Pennsylvania’s Soil Conservation 
Commission will host the meeting 
No specific date has been set 
Sessions probably will be held at 
nearby Hershey 
The other states which will take 
part in the meetings are Mary­ 
land, Virginia. West Virginia, New 
Jersey, Delaware and New York. 
Want Help On Research 
One of the problems the con 
ferenoe will tackle is development 
of watersheds which cross state 
lines. 
The conferee also may 
hammer out—at least informally 
—a policy for getting increased 
federal support for weather and 
i ail research in the region. 
Northeastern states have urged 
Congress to establish a research 
agency, preferably in Pennsylva­ 
nia, to study the special problems 
of the Northeast in regard to watei 
conservation. Water and soil con­ 
servation go hand-in-hand. 
A special U. S. Senate report 
also endorsed locating 
the re­ 
search agency in Pennsylvania. 


A Leading Stat# 
Pennsylvania is a leading state 
in soil and water coacervation 
practices under the small water­ 
shed development program. More 
than 85 per cent of the Common 
wealth’s farms are in soil conser­ 
vation districts. 
Pennsylvania leads northeastern 
states—and most of the other 49 
states—in establishing of contour 
strip cropping, waterways, tree 
planting, drainage and other con­ 
servation practices. 
Some 27.000 state landowners 
are cooperating directly in soil 
conservation programs. 
In flood 
prevention some 2,836.000 acres of 
land are covered by control pro­ 
grams that are operating or are 
planned. 
Not Enough Emphasis 
But coaservation isis contend the 
state and federal governments are 
not putting enough emphasis on 
soil and water conservation, de­ 
spite efforts by both the Soil Con­ 
servation 
Commission 
and 
the 
Forests and Waters Department. 
They say Pennsylvania’s future 
water needs—which are virtually 
identical with the needs of other 
northeastern states—will increase 
faster than the present conserva­ 
tion practices designed to meet 
them. 
In fact, many of the state’s con­ 
servation 
programs 
have 
been 
aimed at solving the backlog of 
problems that accrued before agri­ 
culture, industry and population 
became aware that there was a 
I soil and 
water problem in the 
[state. 
Disastrous Competition 
Conservationists foresee the day 
when Pennsylvania will begin to 
need more water than it can sup­ 
ply unless there is adequate long- 
range planning. Already farmers, 
industrialists and expanding popu­ 
lation are competing for available 
supplies. In at least one case th*1 
competition has been disastrous, 
since there are no water alloca­ 
tion laws In the state covering 
underground supplies. 
Average per capita use of water 
I has increased from 95 gallons a 
I day in 1900 to more than 160 gal- 
j Ions per day now. Some of the 
! state's industrial centers use be- 
ween 300 and 500 gallons of water 
per person each day. 
The use is expected to set up 
sharply, especially since Pennsyl­ 
vania 
agriculture 
is 
resorting 
more and more to irrigation to 
guarantee crop yields.
